Extinction of the Buffalo. 


Speaking of the extinction of the 


buffalo, the director of the New York 
zoological park said:

This oc- 
urred long before any of their ranges 
cere wanted by man. either for cattle 
razing or for agriculture.

That China is determined to stamp 


out the curse that has meant poverty 
and degradation to her people since 
foreigners first began the forcible im- 
portation of the drug is again evidenced 
by the announcement in Chinese pap- 
ers recently to haud that the Shang- 
hai Opium Combine will be granted 
no extension of time to dispose of their 
stock. On March 31 of next year their 
traffic inufet stop; and when the year 
ends, the contract made with England 
some ten years ago will also expire. 
China will be practically opium free.

in weaning tbe people away from the 
drug.

When the pressure 
is on the nerve messages cannot pass 
backward and forward.

turns to its place and does its work.

Building of Walls and Levees 


Has Not Been Successful 


In this country there are two prin- 


ciple methods iu vogue for tho pre- 
vention of floods. Until comparative- 
ly recently the popular idea was that 
overflow should be kept out by pro- 
tecting the banks of streams, by tha 
building of wails, dykes, levees or 
revetment work. 
The levee method 


has been applied to the Mississippi 
river for many years and millions ol 
dollars have been thus spent.

Another plan which is gradually 


gaining in favor in this country is 
the treatment of streams at theii 
source, in addition to providing local 
protection works. 
The advocates of 


this method claim that this is the 
logical method to regulate a river. 
They contend that the sensible way 
co control floods is to build reser- 
roirs at the headwaters to be used 
for storage purposes -when floodg ar« 
at their height and to release tha 
stored supply when the river is low 
and needs the water, all other over- 
flow being cared for by walls, dykes 
or levees.

How lv> Climbs a Wall. 


At first ivy is a little plant with a 


brittle stem and leaves of three or five 
lobes. As it grows the stem becomes 
less brittle, and if it finds nothing 
to which to cling it creeps along the 
ground, sending down tufts of fibrous 
roots. These roots, however, appear 
only when tbev can be actually used 
to the advantage of the plant. If the 
ivy climbs a wall its stem throws out 
a number of tufted fibers, or claspers. 
by the aid of which the plant can cling 
to the wall. These claspers are really 
modified roots and do not penetrate 
the wall, but merely cling in sucker 
fashion to the irregularities of the sur- 
face. They are produced from all the 
parts of the s'.om nearest to the wall, 
but if tbe ivy is creeping along the 
ground the Haspers. being useless, are 
not produced at all. The tufts of 
fibrous roots which the plant throws 
out when it is growing on tbe ground 
are produced only from those parts of 
the stem that are opposite 
leaves.—Kansas City Star.

has its annual festival to celebrate the 
birthday of its own particular saint or 
some other church feast.

renowned of these is the "festa" of 
St. Efi.sio, the national feast of the 
Island. The ceremony is in the form 
of a procession from Cagliari. the chief 
city, to I'ula. a village nine miles away, 
with the recuru to CagliarL The saint 
wus an oilkiiil in the array of Diocle 
tian and for bis conversion to Chris- 
tianity was beheaded at Pula. 


At midday of May 1 the procession 


leaves and returns on the evening of 
May 4. It is composed of a cavalcade 
of horsemen, all in the costume of the 
ancient Sardinian militia, escorting the 
image of the saint, which is preceded 
by musicians playing the iauneddas.

at fine state bouvelard, the British regirneut marched on the morning of April 19,1775, after their massacre of the 
colonists on Lexington Green, to Concord iu search of the ammunition hidden there by the colonists. 


Wbiie the British searched for the stores of powder and shot, minute men hastened from the surrounding coun- 


try. A company of them gathered at the bridge over Concord river and here Americans for the first time were or- 
dered to flre on British troops. Defeated at the bridge, the British retreated over the road to Lexington. 


The minute men attacked them from trees, fences, rocks ana buildings, the whole distance to Lexington where 


Che British were joined DV reinforcements and saved from complete destruction. The British logt two hundred and 
sseventy-three men in their retreat over this road aud the colooifcts forty-nine. 


This road is now a part of one of the line state boulevards that extend from the Atlantic Ocean to the New York
